Washington, Jan. 14.—Senator Mor­ 
gan’s speech on the silver bond bill was 
the event in the senate Monday, al­ 
though a sharp personal colloquy be­ 
tween Mr. Hill and Mr. Pritchard and 
Mr. Butler enlivened the early hours. 
Mr. Morgan frequently addressed him­ 
self personally to Mr. Sherman, who 
sat across the aisle, and for two hours 
arraigned the Ohio senator for the ser­ 
ies of finencial acts with which he is 
identified. 
At times Mr. Morgan was 
bitterly personal. 
The vice-president laid before the 
senate a letter from the secretary of the 
treasury in reply to a resolution of in­ 
quiry presented by Mr. Peffer as to 


sumed the day. Mr. W. A. Stone (rep., 
Pa.), in charge of the bill, explained 
its provisions. It carried $141,325,820, a 
reduction of $53,750 from the estimates. 
The amendments to existing laws at­ 
tached to the bill provided that pen­ 
sions granted 
under the act of 1800 
should 
date from the first 
applica­ 
tion, no matter how many times they 
had been rejected or dismissid for de­ 
fect or informality in the application, 
and repealed the provision of the act of 
1890 requiring a widow to prove that 
she was dependent for her support on 
her daily labor. Indeed, by the terms 
' of the amendment she must prove that 
her net income does not exceed $500 per 
year. 
In answer to a question, Mr. Stone 
said he did not know how many widows 
would receive 
pensions under the 
amendment, 
but 
it 
mattered 
not 
whether it would result in giving pen­ 
sions to one or 100,000 widows. The gov­ 
ernment was not so poor that it could 
not afford *o pension the widows of the 
defenders of the union. 
Mr. Graff (rep., 111.) gave notice of an 
amendment he proposed to offer inhib­ 
iting the reduction or suspension of a 
pension on allegation of fraud until 
such fraud had first been proved in a 
United States court. Mr. Graff con­ 
tended that a pension was not a gratu­ 
ity, and congress should quiet the anxi­ 
ety in the minds of 900,000 old soldiers 
by making their pensions vested rights. 
Mr. Bartlett (dem., N. Y.) gave no­ 
tice that he would raise a point of or­ 
der against Mr. Graff’s amendment and 
also the amendment in the bill repeal­ 
ing the provision of the act of 1890 rela­ 
tive to widows’ pensions.

SENATOR MORGAN, 
whether $100,000,000 in gold had at any 
time been set apart from other funds. 
The secretary states that this 
had 
never been done, there being no provis­ 
ion of law authorizing it. 
Mr. Mitchell (Rep., Ore.) had passed 
a bill allowing settlers on forfeited 
railroad grants to hold land by fencing 
and improving it, and making actual 
residence unnecessary. 
At 2 o’clock Mr. Morgan took the 
floor on the silver bond bill. 
He re­ 
ferred to the intrigues before a national 
convention, and “the wind-shaken plat­ 
form” of these bodies. In his judgment 
the emergency tariff and bond 
bills 
were constructed merely as a part of 
the platform to be laid before a na­ 
tional convention next summer and not 
with any purpose to enact them as 
laws. 
Mr. Morgan criticised the finan­ 
cial course of Mr. Sherman. He re­ 
ferred to him as “the Napoleon of 
finance w ho is rapidly nearing his Wa­ 
terloo and his exile at St. Helena.” 
Mr. Morgan enumerated in detail the 
financial burdens which the legislation 
urged by the Ohio senator had imposed 
on the people. They were evils which 
brought misery, want and calamity to 
the whole people. It had worked more 
miseries than those pictured in the 
apocalypse. 
His (Mr. Sherman’s) gar­ 
ment was one of many colors, in keep­ 
ing with the variegated lines of thq 
party to which he belonged. 
At the 
present time the Ohio senator and th^ 
president were together on their finan­ 
cial views, both equally obvious to thq 
constitutional requirement that the me­ 
tals were to be on equal terms. 
It was 
the Ohio senator who originated the 
evil of selling bonds to a syndicate. 
Proceeding, Mr. Morgan said: 
“The senator from Ohio is the author 
of five new measures of finance that 
have given the people and the govern­ 
ment more trouble in handling the lit­ 
tle remnant of $346,000,000 of green­ 
backs than it did to pay $12,000,000,000 
of annual expenditures for the support 
of the government and more than 
$3,000,000,000 of principal and interest 
of the national debt that we have raised 
in the last thirty years. 
These meas­ 
ures are the demonetization of silver 
in 1873, the sequestration of the gold 
reserve in the treasury in 1878, the 
power given the secretary of the treas­ 
ury in 1890 to preserve the parity be- 
twreen the metals,the power to sell bonds 
at private sale, and the power to en­ 
able private persons by contract to dis­ 
pense with the legal tender law's in 
their transactions.’’ 
Mr. Morgan spoke of the admission of 
the rich Jew’s. Baron Rothschild and 
Lord Beaconsfield, to the nobility of 
England. 
It was the tendency the 
world over to reward feudalism. 
That 
system existed to-day as much as in 
years gone by, concentrating all pow’er 
and wealth in the hands of the feudal 
gold barons. 
The senator urged a declaration by 
•confess iii line with a resolution once 
offered by Stanley Matthews, that the 
bond would be paid in the money with 
which they were bought. He suggested 
also that a 10-per cent rebate on cus­ 
toms duties to countries coining gold 
and silver on equal terms would make 
New York instead of London the clear­ 
ing-house of the world. 
Mr. Morgan spoke for two hours, and 
then, at 4 o’clock, the senate adjourned 
until to-dav. 


HOI SE DISCUSSES PENSIONS. 


9100,000,000 Needed for the 
Proper 
Protection of Our Country. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—Congressman 
Woodman Monday introduced in the 
house a bill providing for the appropria­ 
tion of $100,000,000 for coast defense. 
The bill also authorizes the presment to 
appoint a commission of six persons 
from the army and four from civil life 
to direct the expenditure of the money. 
The secretary of war is to he ex-officio 
chairman of the commission. The sub­ 
ject has been treated upon the suppo­ 
sition of the existence of a navy not 
equal to the fleets of the enemy, but 
sufficiently large to cope with the de­ 
tachments from his force.

Project for an International Bank. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—The house 
committee on banking and currency 
Monday considered the project for an 
international American bank, which 
was one of the recommendations of the 
pan-American 
congress 
and 
was 
largely the idea of the late James G. 
Blaine. 
The bill puts the capital stock 
at $5,000,000, and authorizes the bank 
to act as the financial agent of any gov­ 
ernment, state or municipality or cor­ 
poration; to handle bonds, etc., but bars 
it from issuing notes to circulate as 
money in the United States. Comp­ 
troller Eckels addressed the committee, 
stating that he favored the establish­ 
ment of such a bank under proper re­ 
strictions. 


Hammond la In No Danger. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—Senators Per­ 
kins and White of California called at 
the state department Monday to urge 
Secretary Olney to take such 6teps as 
may be necessary to assure proper 
treatment for John Hays Hammond, the 
American mining engineer, who is re­ 
ported to have been arrested by the 
Boer officials at Johannesburg on a 
charge of treason in connection with the 
recent rising of the Uplanders in the 
Transvaal. The secretary assured the 
California senators that American citi­ 
zens in the Transvaal can not be tried 
for treason, so that Hammond’s life is 
not in danger. 


BUU Introduced In the Senate. 
Washington, Jan. 14.—Among the 
bills and resolutions introduced in the 
senate Monday were the following: 
By Mr. Chandler—To refund the out­ 
standing United States and treasury 
notes with bonds bearing 2 per cent. 
By Mr. Gear of Iowa—To admit New 
Mexico into the Union. 
By Mr. Cattery of Louisiana—To fa­ 
cilitate securing evidence in cases 
against monopolies. It makes the in­ 
terstate commerce commission the body 
to have charge of such matters. 


Great Britain, However, Has Not Yet 
Recovered From Her Fright—Ger­ 
many Is Now Losing British Trade 
— General Public Thinks the Dan­ 
ger Has Passed. 


London, Jan. 14.—It seems pretty 
well established in the public mind 
that Emperor William did not mean to 
threaten war upon Great Britain by his 
message cf sympathy 
to 
President 
Krueger of Transvaal, and the reports 
which circulated a few days ago of a 
European alliance back of Germany 
and against Great Britain find little 
further credence. 
It seems to be ac­ 
cepted that the German emperor simply 
intended to express his own opinion 
of the Jameson raid in that message 
and the temporary sentiment of irri­ 
tation which it caused him. 
This is the general feeling, appar­ 
ently, of the public mind, and those or­ 
gans of public opinion which are in 
touch with the government have un­ 
doubtedly sought to deepen this im­ 
pression. But this still leaves unex­ 
plained the uncontradicted assertion 
that the German government did ap­ 
ply to Portugal for permission to pass 
marines through Portuguese territory 
at Delagoa bay to the Transvaal, nor 
does it explain the unflagging prepara­ 
tion of war material and equipment of 
war forces in Great Britain. Of more 
force seems the argument of some news­ 
papers that the wavering support of 
Russia and France has admonished the 
German war lord that the interpre­ 
tation put upon his message by Great 
Britain was putting him into a hazard­ 
ous position. 
Whether this or some other consid­ 
eration has altered the situation, it is 
certain that the diplomatic agents of all 
the governments of Europe have been 
kept busy in the last few weeks and it 
is expected that the full result of their 
labors is not yet in the knowledge of 
the public. That Great Britain has had 
a vision of the destruction of the “bal­ 
ance of power” in Europe, with herself 
in the descending 
scale, is certain. 
Whether she had made other strokes 
in the hidden field of diplomacy be­ 
sides her formidable show of naval force 
is not yet known. 
Interest in the great naval prepara­ 
tions, however, continues to absorb the 
public mind. A report which has been 
circulated to the effect that the govern­ 
ment intends to mobilize the volunteer 
forces is denied; but it is certain that 
appeals from the war office have re­ 
cently been sent by circular to the com­ 
manders of all the volunteer regiments 
asking them to return the probable 
number of volunteers that could be 
mobilized and to state the arrange­ 
ments that would be necessary for do­ 
ing so. 
At Woolwich, below London, on the 
Thames, also, the great arsenal, cover­ 
ing IOO acres of ground, is receiving 
constant additions to its great store of 
naval material and the activity in all 
departments there is unabated. The tor­ 
pedo factory is increasing its output 
and the men in that department are 
working many hours overtime. 
The 
torpedoes, as fast as they are manufac­ 
tured, are dispatched to Portsmouth and 
Dover, the former the principal naval 
station of England, with a fortified har­ 
bor that will float the whole of the Brit­ 
ish navy, and the latter the chief port 
of communication between Great Brit­ 
ain and the continent. The government 
intends, it is announced, to have these 
well supplied with torpedo boats and 
with torpedo destroyers. 
One feature of the war scare which is 
much dwelt upon here is the harm It 
has done to German trade. 
German 
import trade houses here announce that 
there has been a big decrease in their 
orders since the scare. The orders of 
one big fancy goods firm, it is an­ 
nounced, have decreased 60 per cent. 
It‘is feared that the quarrel will thus 
result in a permanent injury to trade. 
In spite of the fact that no official 
declarations have yet been made re­ 
garding the disposition of Dr. Jame­ 
son’s rank and file very little doubt is 
felt that the prominent Johannesburg- 
ers arrested for treason will be ban­ 
ished not only from the Transvaal but 
from the British possessions in South 
Africa. It is generally considered here 
that this step is essential if a possibil­ 
ity of a recurrence of the raid is to be 
prevented. 
The St. James Gazette devotes much 
space to the Venezuelan question, and 
says: “We have quite enough to think 
about without quarreling with 
Ger­ 
many. We have not ended our diffi­ 
culty with America.”

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HARNESSING TH E TIDES. 


fh e y Should B e M ade to Furnish 
E lec­ 
tricity to Large Cities. 
The tides of the North and 
East 
rivers produce power enough to gener­ 
ate all the electricity to light 
New 
York and Brooklyn, to do all the me­ 
chanical work in the factories and ma­ 
chine shops and to run all the railroad 
lines in the city and suburbs, says the 
North American Review. 
This power 
Is wasted, as formerly all the power of 
Niagara was allowed to expend itself 
in a profitless way. All that is required 
is to store this immense power and turn 
it into profitable use. 
Tile problem 
presented differs somewhat from that 
of Niagara. 
The tides are periodic and 
not constant and the power would have 
to be collected at the times of its great­ 
est exertion and stored tor later use. 
The Niagara people have already pro­ 
posed to run a line to New York to do 
what the tides of the Hudson and East 
rivers would accomplish right at home. 
Either undertaking is a large one, re­ 
quiring the expenditure of millions of 
dollars. 
But the results would more 
than justify the outlay. 
An 
inex­ 
haustible supply of power from outside 
would prove a 
blessing that 
could 
hardly be appreciated to-day. 
The 
present cumbersome delivery of coal to 
factories and private houses would be 
ebclished. and a clean, neat, pleasant 
method substituted. 
The plant could 
be located at some convenient place in 
the suburbs or along the river front. 
where the city air would not be vitiated 
and poisoned by coal gases, dust and 
smoke. What applies to New York and 
Brooklyn w’ould apply to many other 
cities. 
The tides of the Delaware and 
Chesapeake could be converted into in­ 
exhaustible power to give the 
cities 
along the coast a perfect and 
cheap 
electric plant. The great inland rivers 
are not^o constant in the summer sea­ 
son as the tides of the rivers and bays 
along the Atlantic coast. The rush of 
the waters through the narrow inlets 
of our bays and rivers is so tremendous 
that enormous machinery could be pro­ 
pelled at a cost representing a small 
percentage on the capital in the plant. 
The present outlook is that the Niagara 
Falls Power company will in time run 
an electric conduit to New* York to sup­ 
ply the motive and lighting powder of 
the city and suburbs, unless some en­ 
terprising body of capitalists under­ 
takes to utilize the wasted power of the 
tides nearer to home. 
A conduit cap­ 
able of bringing 100,000 to 200,000 horse­ 
power from Niagara w’ould cost more 
than a four-track steam railway. The 
investment of a similar amount in col­ 
lecting and storing the power of the 
tides in the North and 
East rivers 
ought to 3rield better results.

H. J. Brewer, the well known artist, 
and his wife have lived for over a year 
in a cottage on wheels, says the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
Their movable 
residence is at present in a lot in Ala­ 
meda, where they are couched under 1 
a 
spreading 
oak, 
and 
where 
they intend to stay during the winter. 
Their house is a result of Mr. Brewer’s 
attempts to secure a place where he 
could work at his art and still be at 
liberty to go where he wished. 
The 
house was built in 1894, at a cost of 
about $5,000, and Mr. Brewer said re­ 
cently 
that 
he had 
already 
made 
enough by the saving to pay for it. The 
van is somewhat similar to those in use 
by gypsies, and it is fitted up in much 
more comfortable 
style. 
It has one 
room IO feet long, 4 1-4 feet wide and 
6 feet 3 inches high, and in this space 
Mr. Brewer and his wife have lived, 
slept and eaten for the last year. 
At 
one end of the wagon, over the wheels, 
is a raised platform, and here is a pock­ 
et edition of a cooking stove, with a 
collection of shining 
pots and pans 
around it. 
Under the seat of the wagon 
is Mrs. Brewer’s cupboard, and her ta­ 
ble consists of the top of the big trunk 
which 
contains 
their 
wardrobe. 
The sleeping arrangements are, how­ 
ever, the greatest puzzle to the unini­ 
tiated. 
The beds consist of the two big 
cushions laid out upon the floor of the 
wagon, and the bedding is stored in a 
box under the wagon, reached by a 
trapdoor in its floor. 
The little house 
has plenty of light, as it must have, for 
Mr. Brewer has it for his studio on occa­ 
sions. 
The door is on the left side, 
between the wheels, and is made in two 
halves, so that either can be opened 
independently of the other. 
Beside 
the door there is a big plate glass win­ 
dow and several smaller lights. 
The 
whole contrivance, including two per­ 
sons, weighs less than 2,400 pounds, and 
can be taken anywhere by two horses. 
Mrs. Brewer is no less 
enthusiastic 
about her traveling home than her hus­ 
band. All last winter they were domi­ 
ciled in the hills above Berkeley and 
never felt better in their lives. 
Last 
August they started with their caravan 
from Alameda. They went over the hills 
to Contra Costa county, and spent sev­ 
eral months sketching in the valleys. 
Then they went to Berkeley for 
the 
winter and in the spring moved their 
residence further up into the hills. This 
winter they expect to spend in Ala­ 
meda, and in the spring they will start 
out for a tour of the state.
